Along with these other acts of 
hostility to the National Transconti- 
uental Railway, the Borden Govern- 
ment has pursued a policy of playing 
favorites—said favoriie being the 
C.N.R. The C. P, R. was rich and, 
powerful and had no great need of 
the Borden Government, so the C, N. | 
R., which was still hungary for fame, | 
was adopted as the Couservattve rail 
way. Anything it could get would} 
be that much less for the National 
Transcontinental. As a result of this 
dog-in-the: manager policy, the Gov- 
ernment is liable to have two trans- 
continal railways on its hands, a high 
class one, N. T. R., which having 
been built right in the first place, will 
cost little for repairs and renewals, 
and another, a “sod” railway, the

‘Hon. C. A. Windle 
Addresses Large Audience 


| While the report of this lecture is

Hon. C. A. Windle, editor of Brann’s 
|Teonoclast, of Chicago, and lecturer 
| for the liquor interests of Alberta, ad- 
dressed a large audience on the pro- 
posed Liquor Act at the Oddfellows 
Hall Thursday July 15. 

He said iu part as follows: 

The proposed Liquor Act abolishes

No sillier provision 
Was ever written into a legal docu- 
ment in the history of government. 

If multiplication of facilities for 
dhinking will increase drunkeness, 
this act is a positive menace to the 
province. You abolish 285 hotel bars, 
and drive liquor into the homes, 
You have 100,000 homes in the pro- 
vince, but suppose only half of the 
people want to keep liquor in their 
homes, the facilities for drinking will 
be vastly multiplicd, A bottle in the 
homeis a greater menace to temperence 
(than a hundred down town on a bar, 
Men who want liquor now will want 
it then, Having it in their own 
homes they will drink as they please 
without restrictions as tothe tite of 
day or night. 

Itis morally wrong to confiscate 
the hotel man’s investment, without 
compensation, He is in partnership 
with the government, He put his 
money in the business, under the 
sanction and protection of the gov- 
ermeut, therefore the people should 
compensate himif they wanttoend the 
partnership  Thisis what they must 
do, if unless they want to commit an 
immoral act. . 

Section 51 and 54 places the bur- 
den of proof upon the man accused. 
‘He must prove that be did not com 
mit the offence with which he 
‘charged, This is a perversion of the 
glorius principle of British justice 
that holds every man innocent, until 
proven guilty. It destroys equality 
before the law,

Alfalfa in Alberta 

!s Peculiarly Adapted to Irrigation 

and Produces Large Crops-Each 

Year 

The acreage of alfalfa on irrigated 
lands in Alberta is increasing rapidly 
from year to year as the importance 
and value of this crop is better ap- 
preciated by the farmers. It has 
been grown successfully in the Leth- | 


bridge district for the past dozen 
years. The total acreage now well} 
exceeds 10,000 acres. On the Canad- 


jan Pacific Railway Company's _ir- 
rigated lands in the Strathmore and 
Gleichen districts it is being intro- 
duced more slowly. Everything in-/ 
dicates, however, that it can be pro- | 
filably raised there, provided cure) 
is exercised in ascertaining tho! 
source of the seed so that only hardy 
types are used, and proper cultural | 
operations in the manner and time 
of irrigation are employed. 

Alfalfa is peculiarly adapted to ir- 
vigation. It produces large crops 
each. year and owing to the fact 
that a stand will last for many years | 
after it ig sown, it is very profitable 
there being no expense attached to 
it except irrigating and harvesting 
the crop. | 

To get the best results the land 
should be irrigated for each crop or | 
eutting. The yleld depends entirely on 
the care exercised in irrigating, that 
is, no parts of the field should be miss: | 
ed and no parts over-irrigated sulfie- 
fently to injure the crop. In this con- 
nection it muct also be mention- 
ed that, according to reports” in 
the spring of 114, fall irrigation is 
not a safe practice in all districts. 

The average yield per acre on the 
Experimental Farm, Lethbridge, since 
1909 (the first fields were sown inj 
1908) of field-cured hay has been 
just a little over five tons per acre. | 

Some tests have been made to as- | 
certain the best quantity of seed to 
sow. The results obtained are given 
in the following tables. The plots

A Valuable Fertilizer 


The Waste of Farm Manure a Decided 
Loss to the Farmer 
The manure problem is 


a funda- 


mental problem for the.farmers of 
today and tomorrow. One of tho 
most important lessons for them to 


learn is how to obtain good barnyard 
manure, and then to care for it and 
use it intelligently. 

In many parts of Canada the man- 
ure is simply thrown away. In On- 
tario 186 farmers out of 200 visited 
exercised no care to prevent waste, 
and in Quebec conditions are nearly 
as bad. In other places, notably in 
the west, it ig burned, and in places 
where the manure has accumulated 
the stables have been moved away, in- 
stead of making use of the manure, 
This means a great annual loss, At 
the present price of plant food the 
amount of manure produced in the 
United States every year 1s worth 
2,500,000,000. In 1908 the 
corn crop in the 


value of the whole 


; United States was only $1,601,000,000. 


These figures show the enormous im- 
portance of manure production, 

The greatest sources of loss are 
from allowing the Hquid portion to 
drain off, from bleaching by rain, and 
from heating and fermentation, 

The liquid {s much .more valuable 
in plant food per pound than the 
solid. In cow manure the total liquid 
portion is about the same as the 
total solid portion. Yet many far- 
their stables to drain 
off the liquid. Don't do it. In this 
way from $10 to $15 worth of fertility 
per cow can be lost annually, 

Where possible the manure should 


be spread on the field as made. It 
saves handling twice, and there fs a 
greater tonnage then’ than at any 


other time. This can be done pro- 
vided the land is not so hilly as to 
cause the manure to be carried away 
by rain or melting snow. The effect 
of green manure “will be seen for a 
longer time than that of rotted man- 
ure, on account of the decomposition 
taking place in the soil, If this can- 
not be done, by all means have a cov- 
ered shed where the manure can be 


stored, where {it will be packed by 
stock tramping on it, and where {t 
will be kept moist. If it is kept

How P Plants Grow 


How Plants and Trees Obtain Nour. 
ishment For Their Natural 
Growth 


The phenomenon of plant growth 
fs one of the most interesting of 
studies, but as in all life processes 
many of the activities are not under- 
stood by man. 

Plants have the power of convert- 
ing inorganic substances, that is the 
water, soil and the air, into organic 
substances. Animals cannot do this. 
They must live on vegetable food 
or on other animals which have lived 
on vegetable matter, Plants can live 
without animals, but animals cannot 
indefinitely exist without plant food. 

Trees, like most plants, get a large 
proportion of thelr nourishment from 
the afr in the form of carbon diox- | 


ide. This must be supplemented by 
water and minerals which are de- 
rived from the soil The leaves 


absorb the gases of the atmosphere 
and the roots absorb from the ground 
water containing minerals in golu- 
tion The water {s transpcrted to 
the leaves through the outer or sap 
wood of the tree. By means of sun- 
light the carbon dioxide and water 
in the leaves are united and changed 
into carbonhydrates (sap), which are 
then transported through the inner 
bark and distributed to the growing 
parts of the plant, where they are 
changed ito insoluble cell sub- 
stance, 

Trees do not grow throughout thelr 
bodies ag animals do, but only at 
the tips of the branches and roots 
and in a thin layer immediately un- 
der the bark. If a nail is driven into 
a tree trenk it will always remain 
the samo distance from the centre 
of the trea and from the ground. 
Because the crown of an old tree 13 
higher above the ground than that 
of a young tree, it is improperly he- 
lieved that the whole trunk has 
elongated. This is not the case, The 
elevation of the crown is due to the 
lower branches dying off and new 
appe. ring at the tup. Since the 
growth in diameter takes place under 
the bark, the old bark must be push- 
ed farther and farther outward each 
year. We would naturally expect 
that the bark would be ruptured fo 
the course of time. This is just what 
happens and {is the reason why old 
trees have a rigid and furrowed bark. 
A thin layer of bark is forced each 
year under the old bark, thus pre- 
venting the wood from being exposed 
as the old bark becomes ruptured.

| Homestead Proxies 
Are Restricted 


| Department of the Interior Takes 
| Steps to Curtail Practice 

An important notice has just been 
issued in cireular form by the depart- 
{ment of the interior affecting the {il- 
ing by proxy upon homestead land 
and later abandoning the claim in 
favor of relatives. The custom is be- 
ing brought under more severe reeu- 
lation, as the following letter, ad- 
dressed to Dominion lands agents and 
inspectors, would indicate;
